3. Although the prior art teaches routing and storing information wherein memory is 
logically divided into rows and columns, they fail to teach with respect to independent 
claims 1,10 and 18, the logically divided rows including a storage location from each of 
the plurality of memory banks, and each of the storage locations maintaining a routing 
entry in combination with the other cited limitations as claimed.
